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Provincial and territorial gov'ts condemn MAI, demand hearings

Outrage over a massive glo- 
bal investment agreement spreading 
from provincial legislatures to the 
Liberal backbench in Ottawa is 
putting a wrench in the federal gov- 
ernment's plan to sign a 29-nation 
free trade pact by the spring. 

The Yukon, Prince Edward 
Island, British Columbia and Sas- 
katchewan have joined forces to con- 
demn the Multilateral Agreement on 
Investment (MAI) in its present form, 
saying that the intensely controver- 
sial treaty will destroy many of the 
social, environmental and economic 
institutions upon which Canada is 
built. 

The government of Canada 
has been negotiating the MAI for 
almost three years and intends to sign 
treaty in just a few months. 

In its present form, the MAI 
could open up Canadian health care, 
education and natural resources to 
unlimited foreign ownership. It would 
also give any transnational corpora- 
tion the right to sue any level of 
Canadian government that makes 
laws harmful to its business. 

"People across the country 
must stand against the MAI," Todd 
Hardy, a member of the Yukon legis- 
lative assembly, said, after introduc- 
ing a motion condemning the treaty. 
"Essential health care and social pro- 
grams are threatened by these nego- 
tiations, and our democratic rights 
will be cut out from under us." 

Hardy's motion, which was 
passed by the Yukon legislature with 



loud applause, demanded that the fed- 
eral government cease all MAI nego- 
tiations and facilitate the full partici- 
pation of all Canadians in major deci- 
sions affecting the nation'seconomic 
future. 

Yukon's concern over the 
secretive process by which the MAI 
has been negotiated is shared by many 
opponents of the treaty and recently 
came to the forefront when a group of 
Liberal backbenchers openly criti- 
cized their government's handing of 
the MAI. 

"This thing has been done 
in stealth for a long time," Liberal 
member of Parliament Clifford Lin- 
coln said at a recent environmental 
committee hearing. "It really shakes 
me to the core to think that we are 
going to sign something in April with- 
out the public or the provinces hav- 
ing seen it. I think it's just very, very 
bad." 

This concern about lack of 
public consultation on the MAI was 
at the heart of a motion passed by the 
Prince Edward Island legislature in 
late December. The motion, which 
demanded full cross-Canada hear- 
ings on the treaty, was brought for- 
ward by NDP member of the legisla- 
tive assembly Herb Dickieson. 

, The motion was supported 
unanimously by the Progressive Con- 
servative government and the oppo- 
sition Liberals, even though both par- 
ties u at the national level u are in 
favour of the MAI. 

"We didn't feel it was nec- 
essary for transnational corporations 



to have a charter of rights to protect 
their interests at the expense of small- 
business people and the general popu- 
lation," Dickieson said, alluding to 
the clause in the MAI that would 
prevent governments from giving 
special treatment to Canadian small 
businesses. 

For Islanders, Dickieson 
says, there are many reasons to be 
concerned about the treaty, the most 
dramatic of which are how it could 
completely open up P.E.I. ' s waters to 
foreign fishing vessels and allow 
transnational corporations to take over 
small businesses, which are the main 
generators of wealth in the province's 
economy. 

Dickieson adds that the 
P.E.I, motion should make it hard for 
other provincial governments not to 
pass similar statements demanding 
more public consultation. 

"The fact that we've had an 
all-party agreement in P.E.I, makes it 
even easier for governments of all 
political stripes to make similar moves 
in their respective provinces." 

Two provinces likely to 
make such moves are British Colum- 
bia and Saskatchewan, both of whom 
have condemned the MAI, but have 
yet to pass any motions concerning it. 

"We don't need the MAI, 
and we want to convey to the federal 
government in the strongest terms 
that the B.C. government is opposed 
to this agreement," Joan Smallwood, 
chair of the B.C. NDP caucus, said in 
a release to the federal government in 
late January. 



"It's obvious the Chretien 
Liberals are more concerned with 
catering to the demands of foreign 
investors, instead of listening to the 
citizens they are supposed to repre- 
sent. This is like Brian Mulroney and 
NAFTA all over again, only this time 
the stakes are much higher and the 
results are worse," added Ms. 
Smallwood. 

B.C.'s opposition to the 
treaty was made clear at the recent 
MAI subcommittee hearings in Ot- 
tawa, where Ian Waddell, a member 
of the B.C. legislative assembly, told 
the government that, if the MAI is 
signed, they could count British Co- 
lumbia out of the deal. 

Waddell says since the sub- 
mission, he has received numerous 
calls of support from citizens across 
the country. 

"Why are we getting a big 
response to our opposition?" asked 
Waddell. "Well, it's not because peo- 
ple are totally familiar with the intri- 
cacies of trade legislation. I think it's 
because they have recognized that 
enough is enough to this trend of 
globalization." 

Premier of Saskatchewan 
Roy Romanow agrees, saying that 
globalization is only leading to what 
is commonly called "the race to the 
bottom." 

"We say to Ottawa that what 
it is developing on the MAI is a set of 
rules that will put Canada into a 
straightjacket," Romanow said at a 
constituency meeting in early Febru- 
ary. 



"We will ally with the poor- 
est of the poor, and [insist that] any 
international trade agreements would 
have to recognize trade-union rights, 
the preservation of the environment 
and human rights." 

A spokesperson for the De- 
partment of Fdreign Affairs and In- 
ternational Trade said he was unable 
to comment on the provincial and 
territorial opposition to the MAI. 

"I'm not sure [the opposi- 
tion] says anything about the [MAI] 
discussions in particular," Dexter 
Bishop said, adding that there are no 
concrete plans in place for wider pub- 
lic 
consultation. 

"I don't want to put my feet 
in any political swamp, but it feels a 
bit early for that kind of comment in 
advance of a [final MAI] text." 

Nevertheless, members 
from all provinces and territories con- 
cerned about the MAI say they will 
continue to speak out against the treaty 
and inform the public as actively as 
possible. Taking things a step fur- 
ther, Yukon is even considering 
launching a lawsuit against the gov- 
ernment to derail the MAI, based on 
the grounds that the treaty is 
unconstitutional. 

"Canadians have had no 
chance to voice their concerns at the 
table," Hardy said. "Basically, this 
deal is a power grab so transnational 
corporations can undermine the deci- 
sion of national, provincial, territo- 
rial, municipal and First Nation gov- 
ernment." 



Ontario student loan changes come 

under fire

TORONTO (CUP) — The Ontario 
government has announced that it 
has found a solution to high student 
loan default rates u tighten up the 
eligibility requirements for financial 
aid and penalize programs which 
don't churn out employable gradu- 
ates. 

On Feb. 13, Education Min- 
ister Dave Johnson announced a 
number of changes to the province's 
student assistance program, to come 
into effect next fall. 

Students with bad credit will 
no longerbe eligible for student loans, 
and the number of years after which 
aparent's income will no longercount 
in the calculation of a student's loan 
has been extended from four to five 
years after leaving high school. 

Parents are also expected to 
contribute more to the cost of their 
children's education before they be- 
come eligible for a student loan. A 
family of four with an income of 
$55,000, for example, would be ex- 
pected to contribute $933 to a child's 
post-secondary education before that 
child became eligible for student 
loans. 

Johnson also announced 
penalties for post-secondary institu- 
tions offering programs with high 
default rates, saying it is the only way 
to minimize these defaults. Institu- 
tions with loan default rates 15 per- 
centage points or higher above the 
provincial average of 23.5 per cent 
will have to share the cost of defaults, 
he said. 



The government will also 
require institutions to give students 
access to program success rates to 
help them make decisions about 
where to invest their money, Johnson 
says. 

"This will help them make 
informed choices," he said. "Students 
are not getting full information, 
they've got great intentions. 

"We want students to have a 
good deal of information that leads 
them to a solid career. All we want to 
ensure is students are informed." 

But critics beg to differ. 
They say this latest announcement is 
just another blow to an accessible 
and diverse post-secondary educa- 
tion system. 

. "This announcement is ap- 
palling for students," Wayne Poirer, 
Ontario chair of the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Students, said, pointing to 
the tightening up of eligibility re- 
quirements. 

He adds that a grant pro- 
gram also announced by Johnson, 
through which students whose loans 
exceed $7,000 for the year receive a 
grant for the amount above that 
amount at the end of the academic 
year, is essentially the same as a loan 
forgiveness policy currently in ef- 
fect, only under a different name. 

'•[I|t's insulting when the 
minister says he's bringing in a grant 
when it's the same program," Poirer 
said. 

Last year, the provincial 
government raised the loan forgive- 
ness threshold to $7,000 from $6,000, 
the same year it kicked part-time stu- 



dents off of the provincial student aid 
program and began penalizing stu- 
dents making more than $600 during 
the school year. 

Bud Wildman, New Demo- 
cratic Party education critic, says tar- 
geting particular programs accord- 
ing to default levels could be danger- 
ous in the long run. He says the gov- 
ernment could turn around and tie 
government funding of programs to 
this model of 'program success' - 
defined by graduate placement and 
loan default rates. 

"My concern is there is a 
tendency to ensure the funding will 
be made available on this philoso- 
phy," he said. 

The Ontario government has 
already mandated individual institu- 
tions to draw up performance indica- 
tors to chart these statistics. In Al- 
berta, the government links a small 
percentage of its post-secondary edu- 
cation funding to such performance 
measures. 

Poirer says the collection 
and publication of these indicators is 
a mixed blessing. 

"The tracking will be ben- 
eficial to students," he said. "But 
let's be clear on what their objectives 
are. This is one way to cut out par- 
ticular programs." 

Premier Mike Harris pub- 
licly stated last November that cer- 
tainly arts disciplines lack relevance 
in Ontario's growing high-tech busi- 
ness environment. 

Johnson also re-affirmcd at 
the press conference announcing

UVic uses dead tree as 
bargaining chip

VICTORIA (CUP) — The Univer- 
sity of Victoria won't remove a dead 
tree looming over a logging road un- 
til it gets guarantees that an old growth 
forest it is safeguarding won't be 
harmed by loggers. 

The tree, located on UVic's 
Jeanne S. Simpson grounds in Lake 
Cowichan, overhangs a road owned 
by Timber West Forest Limited. It 
must be removed before the Work- 
er's Compensation Board will allow 
the company to begin logging on a 
nearby property. 

Dick Chappell, manager of 
UVic's support services, said the 
university won't remove the dead 
tree until Timber West promises, in 
writing, to set up a 40-metre buffer 
between the Simpson property and 
Lot 1 1 7, Timber West's property. 

"All we are concerned 
about, as facilities management, is 
the protection of our trust," he said. 

The Simpson grounds are 
25 acres of old growth forest left in 
trust to the university 30 years ago by 
their namesake for ecological and 
biological research. 

"We were given the prop- 
erty to remain as a trust, to be kept in 
as natural a state as possible, and now 
the person next door is doing some- 
thing that could jeopardize that," 
Chappell added. 

Chappell says he fears log- 
ging on Lot 117, especially clear cut 
logging, could have a number of det- 
rimental effects on the Simpson 
grounds. A cleared plot next door 



could result in blown-down trees, 
temperature and humidity changes, 
damaged waterways and the intro- 
duction of non-native species like 
broom. 

Timber West has not yet 
made any commitments to the uni- 
versity. And Steve Lormier, a spokes- 
person for the company, says they 
don't need to negotiate with UVic 
because they already plan to meet the 
requirements they deem necessary 
for protecting UVic's property. 

Lormier says the company 
will likely selectively log some areas 
of its lot and clear cut others. Since 
Lot 1 17 is private land, it doesn't fall 
under the regulations of the Forest 
Practices Code, but Lormier says 
Timber West will voluntarily leave a 
buffer on the property line and around 
stream areas. 

"What we 're doing certainly 
meets code requirements," he said. 
But Chappell says he wants 
to see a commitment in writing. 

"They haven't articulated to 
us, verbally or in writing, what they 
plan to do. They have a logging plan 
report, but it could change tomor- 
row," Chappell said. "We want some- 
thing in writing and at this moment, 
they're not prepared to do that." 

UVic may not hold onto its 
bargaining chip for long, however. If 
the university doesn't remove the tree, 
Lormier says Timber West will build 
a second road, this one far away from 
the dead tree. 

Chappell says a new road is 
one of his biggest fears. 
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Manitoulin murders 'preventable 1 , 
says defence attorney 

Chief and attorneys call for coroner's inquest

Could the most vicious do- 
mestic killing spree on Ontario's 
Manitoulin Island have been pre- 
vented? And if so, are revisions 
needed to the provincial mental health 
system to further deter those threat- 
ening injury to themselves or others? 

These questions stirred as 
Ontario Court Judge Richard Trainor 
sentenced Ian Long, or Eli 
Nahwaikezhik, 45, to fifteen years in 
jail for second degree murder in the 
deaths of former girlfriend Gloria 
Morden, 34, longtime friend Eugene 
Cada, 37, and his adoptive parents 
Arthur, 88, and wife Isobel Long, 89, 
on August 1 1996. 

He is also prohibited from ever 
possessing a firearm. 

Cada and Morden were shot 
on Sheshegwaning Reserve 16 km 
west of Gore Bay while the Longs 
died at their Elizabeth Bay farmhouse 
west of the reserve. 

The tragedy has resulted in 
the calling for a coroner's inquest by 
Chief Alberta Cada of 
Sheshegwaning, the Manitoulin com- 
munity where the killings occurred, 
and by prosecutor Greg Rodgers and 
defence lawyer Dan Brodsky. 

Brodsky said his client seeks 
an inquest as "a referral to a therapist 
might have prevented four deaths." 
The defence lawyer added "in hind- 
sight I hope we can take 20-20 vision 
and prevent similar happenings in the 
future. This was preventable." 

Chief Cada said people in 
Sheshegwaning including the late 
Eugene Cada's family ask how the 
murders happened and "how was he 
allowed to walk around in that state? 
why was he not looked after? — is 
what people are asking," said Cada. 

Yet the Chief knows many 
want to forget, too, saying "Should 
an inquest be held there would be 
reluctance to participate." The Chief 
added many knew of Nahwaikezhik's 
threats but did nothing. "Where do 
you draw the line between someone 
joking about it and actually doing 
it?" he asked. 

In an attempt to address the 
tragedy, the community decided to 
hold feasts in August 1996 and 1997 
in honour of the deceased, where 
food was offered to the Great Spirit 
of the Sacred Fire, noted Cada. 

During the trial, the court 
learned Arthur Long expressed con- 
cern over Nahwaikezhik, but no hos- 
pitalization was ordered even though 
Nahwaikezhik sought to borrow his 
father's 1 2-gauge shotgun. Gore Bay 



doctor, Shelagh McRae, did prescribe 
Prozac, but no non-chemical mental 
health intervention was suggested. 

Nahwaikezhik, had been hos- 
pitalized under the Mental Health 
Act for attempting suicide a week 
before the slaying but, by law, people 
may only be held against their will 
for three days unless in "imminent" 
danger of hurting themselves or oth- 
ers. 

The court learned 
Nahwaikezhik had problems with 
relationships. 

Once a woman left him, he 
became deeply depressed, a binge 
drinker, and suicidal. Insight into his 
condition came from comments he 
made to the court, the police and in a 
suicide note, in which he wrote "I 
shot Gloria and my best friend. She 
broke my heart and my best friend 
took her from me. I couldn't take the 
hurt anymore." 

Psychiatrist Dr. Graham 
Glancy testified Nahwaikezhik 
wasn't a psychopath and that diagno- 
sis suggested major depression or 
adjustment disorder with a depressed 
mood. A second diagnosis showed 
alcohol abuse and dependence. 

The court learned his low self- 
esteem stemmed from a history of 
trying to fit in. 

Bom to a fourteen year old 
unmarried woman, Eli at one year 
became a foster child through the 
Childrens' Aid Society and lived in 
homes until the age of eight, when the 
Longs took him in. 

But no formal adoption oc- 
curred because his birth mother 
wanted his Native status retained. 
Raised to believe he was French Ca- 
nadian, only much later did he learn 
he was Native. 

In 1978, he entered into a four- 
teen year common-law relationship 
with Catherine Endanawas at 
Sheshegwaning First Nation. Dur- 
ing that time, he was refused band 
membership at Sheshegwaning. He 
eventually joined Sheguindah First 
Nation, his birth mother's home. 

When the relationship ended, 
he was admitted to Manitoulin's 
Mindemoya Health Centre suffering 
from suicidal tendencies, clinical de- 
pression and alcoholism, but would 
later check himself out. Depression 
overtook him and he threatened to 
kill his former girlfriend in August 
1994, resulting in admission to Sault 
Ste. Marie's Plummer Hospital. 

Nahwaikezhik also sought 
care in Gore Bay during these peri- 
ods, but was prescribed anti-depres- 



sants and sent home. 

The same emotional turbu- 
lence would occur after a relation- 
ship with Gloria Morden, whom he 
started corresponding with in the 
spring of 1996. Morden, a second 
cousin, moved in with him. But 
Nahwaikezhik was to discover 
Eugene Cada had a claim to her too. 

An ensuing struggle resulted 
in Nahwaikezhik threatening Morden 
and Cada with death while abusing 
Prozac, beer and rubbing alcohol. 
When Morden left Nahwaikezhik for 
Cada, Nahwaikezhik again became 
depressed and intoxicated for days, 
vowing to friends and neighbours 
that he would kill them both. 

Defence lawyer Dan Brodsky 
described the killing spree as "a crime 
of passion," motivated by jealousy 
and revenge spurred by binge drink- 
ing, emotional turmoil and suicidal 
depression. 

While his client sought leni- 
ency, Brodsky said he also took re- 
sponsibility for the murders, and 
agreed killing his parents was "sense- 
less". For Nahwaikezhik, "the cork 
blew off the bottle and there was no 
cooling-off period between the two 
murder scenes." 

But Crown prosecutor Greg 
Rodgers countered "one man's cry 
for help is another man's plan to kill. 
He is no more a victim than his vic- 
tims are murderers." 

Rodgers termed the killings 
classic domestic violence. "This type 
of conduct is not rare and must be 
deterred and denounced by the 
courts," he said, adding the crime 
was planned and deliberated over. 
"He had twenty six kilometres to 
travel to do the murders," he said. 

Rodgers said Ian Long wanted 
police to engage him in a "shoot-out 
Western style." Yet when police 
surrounded the Long's farmhouse, 
Nahwaikezhik attempted suicide by 
shooting himself in the head. 

Trainor agreed with Rodgers' 
submission. "His whole adult life is 
an outpouring of rage when women 
leave him," and added "his attempts 
to possess and control women are 
important considerations for general 
and specific deterrence." 

Trainor added there is no ex- 
planation for the Longs' slaying. "He 
killed them in cold blood, blew away 
those who loved and took care of him 
for forty years."

Since short-term effects have a greater impact on youngsters than long- 
term consequences, the game focuses on various themes to which teenag- 
ers and pre-teens can relate."

politicians as Floyd Laughren. And 
because she was on site to look after 
it, the Anglican Diocese of Moosonee 
recently donated a pile of material 
that will be useful to those studying 
various aspects of the history of that 
church in Northern Ontario. 

The down side of all this is 
that Ms. Brown is completely on 
her own and is sometimes away 
making contacts and picking up col- 
lections. Even when she is on cam- 
pus, she occasionally has to leave the 
facility for either personal or profes- 
sional reasons. This situation is not 
satisfactory and the Amiable Librar- 
ian hopes that the budget committee 
will staff the archives with qualified 
personnel so that it becomes truly 
functional-and does not inconven- 
ience folks such as yourself.

Recent comments in the me- 
dia about the future of the Northlander 
rail service is of serious concern to 
me. 

In a February 3, 1998 radio 
interview, Mr. Grant, the new Chair 
of the Ontario Northland Transporta- 
tion Commission, made the follow- 
ing comments about this passenger 
rail service. "Well I think after six 
months, we've got to look at all of the 
options. Obviously, there are very 
passionate defenders of the 
Northlander train service on the Com- 
mission and at the staff level. None 
of us is enthusiastic about seeing the 



service end but at the end of the day, 
our responsibility is to run a finan- 
cially solvent and viable organiza- 
tion." 

Minister, I wonder if Mr. Grant 
and yourself are aware of what Pre- 
mier Harris has said in the past about 
passenger rail service in the North- 
east corridor? Specifically, in May 
1993, MPP Mike Harris provided a 
submission to the National Transpor- 
tation Agency, at a public meeting in 
North Bay when he said, "While pas- 
senger train sevice is but one spoke in 
the transportation wheel, it is vital 
(his highlight), in Northern Ontario. 
And as such, the North Bay passenger 
rail service must (his highlight) be 
maintained." 

Further in his submission, the 
Premier declared, "I maintain that for 
seniors, for students, for tourism, for 
the disabled, the sick and for services 
to North Eastern Ontario communi- 
ties, the services [are] essential and 



must be made to be viable." 

I agree wholeheartedly. But I 
wonder what Mike Harris' position is 
now? Ifthe Northlander is vital, why 
has the Conservative government 
strangled the ONTC with subsidy cuts 
to the point where terminating the rail 
service seems to be the option the 
Commission is considering? 

I have two specific questions 
Minister. As Minister of Northern 
Development and Mines are you com- 
mitted to keeping this vital passenger 
rail service operating? Are you and 
the Premier (the local member who 
once staunchly defended and sup- 
ported the Northland service), going 
to provide the ONTC with the neces- 
sary subsidy to protect the service? 
I look forward to a response at 
your earliest convenience.

Hey Pope, you are no Jessie Helms

If you ever asked me to name 
some adjectives to describe the Pope, 
I'm not sure that one of the words that 
I would use would be 'progressive'. 
In most circles, the Pope is regarded 
as one of the last bastions of a per- 
spective that would seem more 
grounded in the 1950s. I was there- 
fore thrilled a few weeks ago to hear 
the news from Cuba. 

In his first visit ever, Pope 
John Paul II celebrated mass on three 
occasions in a country that has banned 
religion for the past 35 years. The 
world was treated to visions of the 
Pope speaking while images of Che 
Guevera provided a back-drop. 

The great thing about the visit 
was something the Pope said on his 
first day. Amid the typical pronounce- 
ments regarding abortion and other 
favourites of the Pontiff, was a com- 
mentary on the economic war the 
United States is waging on Cuba. 

Since the Cuban revolution, 
the US has made the overthrow of 
Fidel Castro its first priority. The 
Americans were staunch supporters 
of the Battista regime that preceded 
Castro. This is despite the fact that 
Battista was among the most ruthless 
despots the western world had ever 
known. As an aside, the only dicta- 
tors in the Western World that were 
even more ruthless and corrupt were 
also propped up by the US (Pinochet 
inChile,DuvallierinHaiti,Somoza...)

Key Accomplishments of the PC Gov't

On June 6, 1 995, the people of 
Ontario put their trust in Mike Harris 
and the PC Party of Ontario by elect- 
ing them to the Legislative Assembly 
with a majority government.

The private sector has cre- 
ated 257,000 new jobs since the 1 995 
election, a result of lower taxes for 
individuals and businesses, and the 
removal of regulatory barriers to 
growth. 

In addition, the Harris govern- 
ment is securing a brighter future for 
Ontario's young people by endeav- 
ouring to eliminate the crippling pro- 
vincial deficit. In 1995, the annual 
deficit stood at an appalling $10 bil- 
lion. To put it in perspective, the 
government was spending approxi- 
mately $51 million more than it was 
taking in - every hour! The Tories are 
well on their way to eliminating this 
huge financial deficit. Soon we can 
begin addressing the more daunting 
task of tackling Ontario's debt, the 



interest on which alone accounts for 
$9.2 billion in unnecessary annual 
spending. 

However, while skyrocketing 
expenditures have been effectively re- 
duced, the government has been dili- 
gent in protecting funding to priority 
services like health care and educa- 
tion. In 1995 total health care spend- 
ing accounted for $17.4 billion. To 
dispel a common myth, the current 
government has actually increased this 
amount to over $1 8 billion, and plans 
to spend $18.3 billion for health care 
by 1999-2000. With respect to educa- 
tion, the recent illegal teachers' strike 
would lead one to believe the govern- 
ment has slashed funding by billions 
of dollars. The truth, however, is 
somewhat different. Between 1995 
and 1997 total spending on elemen- 
tary and secondary education rose by 
more than a quarter billion dollars. In 
addition, schools boards' own figures 
show that the government has main- 
tained grants for elementary and sec- 
ondary education at $5.4 billion dur- 
ing the same period. 

All too often I hear people com- 
plaining about the extensive cuts the 
Harris government has allegedly made 
to key services. The fact is, the gov- 
ernment is following through on its 
commitment to protecting funding for 
the services that really matter to 
Ontarians, while restoring prosperity 
to the economy and ensuring the fiscal 
viability of the province for future 
generations. Some seem unwilling to 
accept the presence of a government 
that keeps its word. I, for one, see it as 
a refreshing change.

Acadia faculty strike 
averted by agreement

WOLFVILLE (CUP) - A faculty 
strike has been narrowly averted at 
Acadia University. 

On Feb. 9, negotiating 
teams representing Acadia's faculty 
association and the university ad- 
ministration reached an agreement- 
in-principle to form a new collective 
agreement. 

That afternoon, Acadia 
president Kelvin Ogilvie and fac- 
ulty association president Jim 
Sacouman issued a joint statement 
saying that the two sides were pre- 
pared to recommend the agreement's 
acceptance to both faculty and the 
university's Board of Governors. 

Details of the agreement 
are not being released yet, as talks 
are still continuing on its exact lan- 
guage. 

"I hope the tentative agree- 
ment turns into an agreement the 
membership chooses to ratify. I 
hope there are no hang-ups until 
then," Sacouman said. 



Ogilvie said he would not 
comment on the agreement until it is 
ratified. 

Paul Black, president of the 
Acadia student union, said students 
should remain cautious until a defi- 
nite agreement had been signed. 

Students at the Nova Scotia 
university had been particularly ac- 
tive in trying to get the two sides to 
come to an agreement during the on- 
and-off negotiations which began last 
September. 

Lastmonth hundreds of stu- 
dents held a sit-in in a university 
building to protest stalled talks, and 
some withheld tuition payments. And 
earlier this month, 400 students took 
to the streets of Wolfville in an at- 
tempt to spur the two sides to came to 
an agreement. 

The main stumbling blocks 
in negotiations had been salaries and 
academic freedom issues. On Feb. 3, 
over 91 per cent of Acadia's faculty 
voted in favour of hitting the picket 
lines if an agreement was not reached.

the student aid program changes, that 
his government plans to proceed with 
implementing an income -contingent 
loan repayment program, which has 
many stakeholders in the post-sec- 
ondary nervous because of the lack of 
details and short time frame.

details weren't part of the official an- 
nouncement because they 're not ready 
yet. 

But Human Resources min- 
ister Pierre Pettigrew, whom Johnson 
has lobbied to introduce aharmonized 
program with Ontario, stated earlier 
this month that he was no longer inter- 
ested in this student aid model. 

"I've certainly given him my 
thoughts," Johnson said, explaining 
he just went to Ottawa to speak to 
Pettigrew directly.

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Sudbury Women's Centre 
calls for safer workplaces 



"Consistent rule" should be

Responding to a "flood" of 
calls from the Sudbury community, 
the Sudbury Women's Centre is call- 
ing on residents to become pro-active 
in convincing retail store owners to 
provide safer working environments 
for their employees. 

In a letter to the media. Politi- 
cal Action Chair for the Centre, Barb 
Garon, called on Sudbury to contact 
the Centre and inform them of those 
stores "that do not provide security 
features for their employees and of 
stores with windows which do not 
allow a view into the store." 

Sudbury residents are also 
being asked to sign a petition that 
addresses the issue of employee se- 
curity in the Region. 

The purpose of the gathered 
information, said Ms. Garon in a tel- 
ephone interview on Monday, is to 
generate sufficient public interest to 
approach city council. 

Ms. Garon is hoping city coun- 
cil will amend its by-laws that threaten 
employee security. Foremost 
amongst these is by-law 96-100, 
which expressedly requires that por- 
nographic material be shielded from 
public view, giving rise to the poster- 
laden or whited-out windows charac- 
teristic of adult video rental outlets. 

Along with uncluttered win- 
dows, the Centre is recommending 
video surveillance, especially for 
those stores that are serviced by only 
one employee or that operate late into 
the night. Though Ms. Garon con- 
ceded security equipment will not 
stop "attacks like that of January 27," 
referring to the murder of LU student 
Rende Sweeney, she noted that secu- 
rity cameras could at least "assist the 
police in apprehending the perpetra- 
tor." 

"It is apparent that we cannot 
control irrational acts of violence but 
we can control the inadequacies fo 
the security provided within these 
stores," wrote Ms. Garon. 

Sudbury Police arrested and 
released a local man last week for the 



"prevention and protection" 



murder of Ms. Sweeney. At the press 
conference announcing the arrest, 
Sudbury Regional Police Chief, Alex 
McCauley, said he supported the 
Centre's initiative. 

"1 agree with the position taken 
by the Women's Centre," said Chief 
McCauley, "It's something that should 
be adressed." 

The Chief further indicated 
that the police encourage local busi- 
nesses to take advantage of theft de- 
terrent strategies, such as a clear view 
into the store and video surveillance. 
And in an ironic twist that seemed to 
confirm the need for such measures, 
the cleared suspect in the Sweeney 
murder reportedly bore only a slight 
resemblance to the composite sketch 
circulated by the police in the weeks 
after Ms. Sweeney's murder. 

A story in the Sudbury Star 
last month suggested cluttered win- 
dows may in fact act as a deterrent to 
robberies, because the would-be rob- 
ber does not know what the situation 
is inside. 

Ms. Garon, however, cannot 
see the sense in a security measure 
that prevents the solicitation of help 
if the need arise, as blocked store 
windows seem to do. 

Ms. Garon said the response 
to the Sudbury Women's Centre call 
to action has been very good. 

"We've had a really good re- 
sponse to our petitions," said Ms. 
Garon, adding that the "two or three 
hundred" signatures currently col- 
lected at the office, is likely to top 
eight hundred when the petitions still 
in the community are collected. 

Tightly linked to the use of 
video surveillance in businesses such 
as adult video stores, is the claim to 
privacy demanded by its clients. 

But Ms. Garon said video cam- 
eras could be situated in such a way 
as to minimize the intrusion, while 
still providing evidence and potential 
clues in situations such as Ms. 
Sweeney's. The Sudbury Women's

Reflexion on Renee Sweeney

One of us has died a violent 
and unjust death. Frustration, anger 
and pain are shared amongst fellow 
students, friends with family. Our 
heart goes particularly to Renee's 
sister, Kim, her mother, grandmother, 
uncle and aunt and cousins... 

As I look closer to the dra- 
matic event of Renee's death, the 
fabric of her life appears. She is 
knitted in the tissue of the social life 
with many friends who appreciate 
Renee's kindness, her sense of hu- 
mour, her musical talent, her com- 
mitment to complete her degree in 
history and to fulfill her dream of 
becoming a museum curator. 

Renee was a part of the com- 
munity; she belonged, she created 
the community through her gifts and 
talents, with all of her life. As a 
Christian, Renee was living out her 
faith in real life, building the mystical 
Body of Christ, day in, day out. 

It is also one of us who has 
killed her, who knows the fabric of 
his life? What are the hurts, the pain, 
the isolation that can provoke such a 
despicable action? 

It is not the goodness of God 
that is at stake here, it is our collective 



lifestyle of individualism, of egoism. 
Yes, it is also one person, wrong 
exercise of his personal freedom. 

The pain of growth as a com- 
munity, as a society is great. In the 
Bible, it is compared to the pain of the 
mother giving birth to a child. The 
mystical Body of Christ suffering in 
many of its members, in each of us, 
struggling to live a life of care, serv- 
ice, forgiveness and in the joy of 
appreciation. 

As we build our community, 
it is tempting to leave aside those that 
are disturbing, annoying, sick. 

It is more pleasant to live 
amongst only nice and healthy peo- 
ple that look, believe, act and think 
like me, but that is not reality. Reality 
is that those others are also my broth- 
ers and sisters in Christ, in humanity. 
What is even more demanding, Christ 
identifies himself with those that are 
more in pain of growth, the rejected, 
the suffering. 

What you do to the least of mine, it is 
to me that you do it... When you visit 
the prisons - the sick. (Mt. 25) 

If our journey eventually takes 
us to the Banquet on the mountain 
described in (Is 25:6-9), collectively 
we still have a long way to go, we are 



still in the sticks. 

Nevertheless, we should not 
wait for angels to do the work. The 
work of building a caring and giving 
community is our mission in life. 
God has created us intelligent and 
free to cooperate, to create our lives, 
our history, our world. It is our re- 
sponsibility. 

Renee was a very deserving 
witness in this mission. She died on 
the front line living her daily life 
simply, lovingly, putting her intelli- 
gence and talents at work. 

We thank you Renee for shar- 
ing so givingly your life with us. You 
lived well your baptism, literally fol- 
lowing Jesus Christ through an un- 
just death. The Father will rise you 
like he did his son Jesus. Giving love 
is the only reality that counts! We 
believe you are with him to celebrate: 
knowledge without pain, music and 
dancing, love and life. 

We thank you Renee for shar- 
ing so givingly your life with us. 

At the Eucharist, let us ask the 
living God, the Risen Christ, to trans- 
form our lives, to change the water of 
our lives into a wine that is tasty and 
joyful for the life of all. 

We love you Renee and we 
hope to join you one of these days!

How Hulk Hogan Killed The WCW!

I know there are a lot of Hulk 
Hogan fans out there, but I have never 
been one of them. I never followed 
the "Say your prayers, eat your vita- 
mins" routine and never was a 
Hulkamaniac. I have hated him since 
the first match I ever saw him wrestle 
(vs. Nikoli Volkoff on Saturday 
Nights Main Event). You may be 
wondering how he killed the WCW, 
well it started in the WWF, but here is 
my theory. 

When Hogan was in the WWF, 
he was placed on a pedestal as the 
Immortal champion that could not be 
beat. No competitor could even come 
close to beating him. McMahon was 
so proud of his creation that he would 
not let even the best wrestlers come 
close to taking down the champ. Great 
wrestlers like Don Muraco, The Brit- 
ish Bulldog, The Texas Tornado and 
Ricky Steamboat had to settle for an 
IC belt instead of going for the belt 
they rightfully deserved. It became so 
commonplace that Hogan could not 
be beat, that many of these wrestlers 
bailed and went to the newly formed 
WCW in the early 1990's. 

Right from the start the WCW 
was a superior federation. WWF had 
fallen into a rut of the same old shit 
while the WCW made wrestling in- 
teresting again. Flair was the big man 
on campus, but he could be beat. He 
was never placed as an immortal like 
Hogan. Champions came and went in 
the WCW like they should have. Ricky 
Steamboat, Rick Rude, The Bulldog, 
Sting, Luger and many other superior 
athletes held the WCW title and were 
true heavyweight contenders. No one 




was above the law, and no one was 
unbeatable. The best example of this 
is the 1994 WCW Spring Stam- 
pede. Hogan was no where in sight, 
Flair, Steamboat, DDP, Sting, Vader, 
Stunning Steve Austin, Flyin' Brian 
Pillman, Lord Steven Regal, Cactus 
Jack and many others were the true 
warriors and champions of the ring. It 
was too bad, just months later, Hulk 
Hogan showed up in all his glory and 
killed the best federation around. 

Hogan entered the WCW and 
went right after and beat Flair. He and 
the Macho Man (his accomplice) be- 
came a force to be reckoned with. 
The WCW executive decided to give 
Hogan the same Immortal status he 
had in the WWF. Bad move! Wres- 
tlers like Sting, Luger and many oth- 
ers were shoved aside for the second 
coming of the Hulkamaniac. Many 
wrestlers bailed and went to the 
WWF, but McMahon was still stuck 
in the same frame of mind trying to 
create an elite grouping of wrestlers 
(Bret, Warrior, HBK, Undertaker, 
Diesel, Sid) that could not be beat. 



Many wrestlers had to take the same 
fate in the WWF as they did in the 
WCW. The Heavyweight Champi- 
onship belt was just too far out of 
reach because of Hogan. 

WCW was so thrilled with 
Hogan they made him destroy every- 
one in his path. Then came The Out- 
siders. I thought they would be the 
ones to take Hogan out, but they 
joined him and created the nWo. This 
just strengthened Hogan 's unbeat- 
able status to unknown heights. He 
was surrounded by WWF has-beens 
and coat-tail riders. Now almost two 
years later, Hogan has been beat, but 
why is he still always the champ or#l 
contender? The fans are sick of him 
losing and winning the belt on a 
weekly basis. Finally Sting has re- , 
ceived the recognition he deserves, 
but there are so many wrestlers that 
are superior to Hogan, but they will 
never get a shot until he retires or 
dies. Take Goldberg for example. He 
is Heavyweight Championship ma- 
terial but it won't happen as long as 
Hogan is around. Wrestlers like DDP, 
Bagwell, Beniot, Raven, Booker T 
and others are just going to have to sit 
in the shadow of Hogan until their 
time comes. I just hope it isn't to long 
since most of them are in their prime. 

How did Hogan kill the WCW 
and wrestling as we know it? The 
federations think he is Immortal, his 
left over fans think the same, and 
everyone else is in his shadow. I love 
the old WCW up until mid-94. Until 
Hogan leaves professional wrestling 
for good, it will never be the same.

Unless you have been living 
under a rock in the last ten years, you 
would know that the world of profes- 
sional wrestling has entered Holly- 
wood with force. They first did stunts, 
then bit parts, then many have stared 
in one or more features. Here is a 
listing of some of the famous and not 
so famous wrestling movies and thes- 
pians. 

Body Slum. I used to watch this movie 
religiously when I was in grade 
school. Dirk Benedict (A-Team's 
Face) stars as a down and out rock 
and roll promoter who signs a couple 
of renegade pro wrestlers to go on a 
barnstorming tour. Captain Lou 
Albano and Rowdy Roddy Piper 
are excellent as the crazy wrestlers 
and many other past pros show up 
along the way.

Paradise Alley. First time director 
Sylvester Stallone hoped that this 
movie about three brothers trying to 
get out of New York's Hells Kitchen 
would be as big as Rocky, but it 
failed. Stallone, Armande Assante, 
and Lee Canalito play the brothers 
depending on Canalito's wrestling 
talent to get them where they want to 
go. Not a bad movie, but nothing 
special. 

Hulk Hogan. Of course this is an 
obvious one. He body slammed his 
way into movies first as Thunder 
Lips the wrestler in Rocky III. After 
that debut, Hogan moved onto star 
status in No Holds Barred. When I 
was a kid, this was the greatest movie 
in the world; now I watch and laugh. 
Tiny Lester (Zeus) tried a wrestling 
career after the movie, but ended up 
back in movies. Hogan then went 
from wrestler to action hero in Sub- 
urban Commando. Not a bad cheesy 
action flick, but I don't know if I will 
intentionally rent it ever again. One 
note for you trivia buffs; The Under- 
taker plays one of the intergalactic 
bounty hunters after Hogan in the 
movie. After these three stellar 
(laugh ! ! ! ) performances Hogan went 
on to B-movie fame. He starred as a 



muscle bound nanny in Mr. Nanny 
and a single father/international spy 
in Thunder in Paradise, which was 
turned into a TV series also starring 
Jimmy Hart, Jim Neidhart and 
Brutus Beefcake. Hogan's movie 
draw lessened more and more and he 
is now a straight to video star. Check 
your local video stores for more 
Hogan; Secret Agent Club, Santa With 
Muscles and Shadow Warriors (the 
best of the bunch). 
Rowdy Roddy Piper. The king of B- 




movie stardom has to Piper. He stared 
with a bang in John Carpenter's They 
Live (which I own and watch all the 
time) where he played the only man 
who knows about an alien conspiracy 
to take over the minds of humans. It 
looked like Piper had a movie career 
ahead of him but he returned to wres- 
tling for a while. After a brief return 
to the ring, Piper showed up on video 
shelves everywhere. At one point I 
remember at least 7 straight to video 
Piper movies in the new release sec- 
tion at Blockbuster. There are so many 
title with Piper staring that it would 
be impossible to list them all. Immor- 
tal Co/nbaf is probably the best. Piper 
stars in this movie with Sonny Chiba 
as LA police detectives who sneak 
into an island fortress to stop a mad- 



woman from taking over the world. 
This movie is just riddled with wres- 
tlers, and even Tiny Lister (Zeus) 
shows up again. Other Piper titles 
include Back in Action, Hell Comes 
to Frogtown,Jungleground, No Con- 
test, and Tough and Deadly. 
Jesse "The Body" Ventura. He has 
been in some of the biggest action 
movies around. He is most remem- 
bered as one of Arnold's commandos 
in Predator. He is of course the first 
dead, but one of the best actors in the 
movie. Jesse has shown up as an 
unfrozen serial killer in Demolition 
Man, a jail guard in Batman and Robin 
Jesse's only staring role to date has 
been in the 1992 cheese f\\ck Abraxas, 
Guardian of the Universe. Jesse is 
now the mayor of a Florida town and 
shows up in action movies galore.

Big John Studd plays one of Mickey 
Rourke's gang in Harley Davidson 
and the Marlboro Man. 
Bret Hart has appeared on Hercules 
and Dr. Quinn. 

Bam Bam Bigelow plays a hired goon 
in Major Payne. 

Captain Lou Albano, Iron Sheik, 
Classy Freddie Blassie, Nicholi 
Volcoff and Hogan appear in Cindy 
Lauper's v ideo for The Goonies song. 
King Kong Bundy appears in Mov- 
ing with Richard Pryor and had a 
recurring role as Peg's brother on 
Married.. .With Children.

ICW Invades Sudbury!

This past Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 18 the International Champi- 
onship Wrestling federation ex- 
ploded into Sudbury Secondary 
School on their Hard Rock Tour. For 
those of you who missed this show, 
you missed on of the best live events 
I have seen in a long time. I have seen 
the WWF live many times including 
Wrestlemania HI and SummerSlam 
'93, among other events, and this 
small show was just as good or even 
better than others I have seen. 

The card was small, but the 
action was fierce. ICW president and 
vice president, Waldo Von Erich 




and Ike "The Crippler" Shaw re- 
spectively, sat ringside with special 
guest, WWFalumnist.TheWolfman. 
You could tell by looking at Waldo 
Von Erich that he was very proud 
with the federation he has helped build 
here in Ontario. 

Before the action even began, 
The Bushwhackers appeared in the 
crowd taking photos, signing auto- 
graphs and generally licking every- 
one in sight. Many youngsters got the 
autographs and photos, but the older 
fans like me seemed more exited by 
the two crazies from New Zealand. 
Of the wrestlers I have met 
(Yokozuna, Hacksaw Jim Duggan, 
Tito Santana, Mr. Fuji, and others) 
this had to be one of the coolest expe- 
riences. 

The night started with a match 
between Chi Chi Cruz and Scott 
D' Amoure. Chi Chi has some amaz- 
ing talent that he displayed through- 
out the match. Scott D'Amore, the 
winner of the match, seemed very 
pre-occupied with certain fans and 
was ready to take on any crowd mem- 
ber with attitude. This set the stage for 
fan interaction throughout the night 
with all the ICW stars. Chi Chi Cruz, 
although the loser seemed to be ex- 
ploding with talent. 

The matches continued 
with Terrance Storm vs. 
Muay Thai and Abdul 
Mustafa vs. Fritz Mueller. 
Muay Thai was the smallest 
of the federation at 181 
pounds and looked like a 
teenager in the ring, but put 
on a great performance 
against the big men. Mustafa 
and Mueller are the two big- 
gest men of the night, weigh- 
ing in at over 300 lbs a piece 
and Mueller standing at 7 
foot even. His height was 



exaggerated even more as special 
referee, World Midget Champion 
Frenchie LaMonte called the ac- 
tion and put the giants in their place. 

After a brief intermission the 
action returned with three Main Event 
matches. The first of which, "The 
Pro" Joe E. Legend defended his 
Intercontinental Title against Royal 
Black. Joe E. lived up to his name, 
"The Pro" as he took on both Royal 
and his manager "Richie Rich". I 
was of course on the side of Royal 
Black since I know his manager, but 
Joe E. seemed to be one step ahead of 
both Royal and Richie all match. 
Whenever Richie stepped in, as a 
good manager always does, Joe E. 
turned the tables and took out both 
wrestler and manager. The wrestlers 
battled like pros and went to the limit 
until they finally got sick of referee 
Frenchie's interference and they 
tossed him. The match ended in a 
double DQ, but was a great technical 
match that you don't see very often 
any more. 

Next came the 1 1 man, over 
the top rope battle royal. All the 
wrestlers from the five previous 
matches and one other I had never 
seen before entered this dreaded 
match for a chance at the $1100 
prize. Right from the start bodies 
were flying. Alliances were made, 
and backs were stabbed as these men 
fought till the end. I got so into the 
match, trying to get good photos and 
see all the action that I can't remem- 
ber the name of the winner. He is the 
only wrestler not in the program and 
was the spitting image of The Cana- 
dian Crippler Chris Benoit. He 
survived the battle royal by sneaking 
up behind Joe E. and Royal Black 
who were continuing their feud 
against the ropes, and like a true pro, 



he dumped them both 
over the top for the win. 
Battle Royals are al- 
ways a highlight in live 
wrestling event and this 
one featuring the ICW 
star did not disappoint! 

The final match 
of the evening was for 
the ICW Tag Team Championship 
held by those lovable lickers, The 
Bushwhackers. Their opponents 
were one of the most dominating tag 
teams around, The New Suicide 
Blondes. With Sexton Hardcastle 
going to the WWF, Christian Cage 
joined forces with his cousin Martin 
Kane to fight for the titles. Cage and 
Kane are fantastic young wrestlers 
who have a great future ahead of 
them. They are a lot like HBK and 
HHH, but in my mind they have 
twice the talent and more crowd ap- 
peal. The match was back and forth 
for a while, but Cage and Kane seemed 
to dominate with their superior wres- 
tling style and rule breaking tactics. 
Luke and Butch were in for a title 
loss, but their tag experience shone 
through and took advantage of every 
mistake Cage and Kane made. In the 
end, The Bushwhackers won with 
their patented finish and danced 
throughout the crowd 
in celebration. 

Although 
there was some disap- 
pointment with CFL 
star Glen Kulka miss- 
ing the event due to a 
knee injury and Sex- 
ton Hardcastle leav- 
ing Cage for the 
WWF, the fans went 
home satisfied they 
had seen a great night 
of professional wres- 




cruiser and heavyweight contenders to 

tling. 

The ICW is now starting to tape 
their events for play on TSN and has 
decided to make Sudbury their north- 
ern home. They will be returning more 
often to wrestle and show off their 
skills to Sudbury and surrounding area. 
Most LU students were on Spring Break 
the week of the event, but if you want 
to see the ICW live, watch for the next 
event coming soon. Hell, if you want 
to see them wrestle at LU, let the SGA 
know that you want wrestling along 
with concerts here and I am positive it 
can be set up. Watch for this event to 
be played on Channel 10, The Box, 
and for those of you who love wres- 
tling, the ICW is for you. It is wrestling 
the way it was intended to be. No 
soaps, no divorces, no bare asses... just 
down and dirty wrestling the way you 
love it! 




If you are looking for a wres- 
tling game that is just like being there, 
you have to check out WCW Vs 
NWO for the Nintendo 64. I have 
played every wrestling game on the 
market from Nintendo,' Sega, Atari, 
and even the arcade Main Event (I 
hated Coco Savage!) and this has to 
be the greatest game ever created. 

Just like all Nintendo 64 
games, WCW is completely 3-D, so 
while you wrestle, the camera angles 
change just like on TV. The screen 
will zoom in for the major moves, 
and pans out during tag and battle 
royal modes so you can see all the 
action. All the moves are realistic and 
do not look computer generated at 
all. 

In the mode selection screen 
you have choices galore. You can 
choose from five different play 
modes: 1) WCW Vs NWO where 
you pit five WCW members against 
five nWo members in a tournament 
to see who really rules the mat, 2) 
Exhibition Mode. You can fight in 1 
on 1 , Tag Team, Handicap, and Bat- 
tle Royal with any wrestler against 
any other, 3) League Challenge. Pick 
any character from the four federa- 
tions (WCW, nWo, DOA, IC) and 
take on the whole league in singles 
matches. In the end you will fight 
their hidden champion! 4) League. 
This is the most boring. You pick 8 
wrestlers and have a round robin tour- 
nament to see who can gain the most 
points, and 5) Tournament in which

you can pick up to 8 wrestlers to 
wrestle in a tournament until only one 
remains. 

The best mode to fight in once 
you get used to the controls is League 
Challenge. Once you beat the differ- 
ent federations, you get to fight their 
hidden champion. If you have a con- 
troller pack, you can save the charac- 
terforuse anytime. WCW's champ is 
Diamond Dallas Page, nWo's is Ma- 
cho Man, DOA's is Wrath, and IC's 
is Glacier. If you have the rumble 
pack, and you defeat all the champs, 
another federation will show up on 
the game. To get to their champion 
you must defeat 25 wrestlers from the 
other federations. 

The game has many of your 
favorites to use and many fakes in the 
DOA and IC federations. There are 



use as well as tag 
teams. You can be 
Flair, Sting, The 
Giant, Luger, 
Steiners, Stephen 
Regal, Hogan, 
Buff, the fake 
Sting, Nash, Hall, 
Norton and others 
in the heavy- 
weight ranks, and 
Ray Mysterio Jr, 
Ultimo Dragon, 
Benoit, Malinko, 
Syxx,Bishoffand 
other in the cruiserweight section. 

The play mode is very realis- 
tic as there is no power level to drain 
from your opponent. You wrestle for 
up to 60 minutes against your oppo- 
nent with the advantage swinging 
back and forth like real wrestling 
matches. The bottom of the screen 
does have a spirit meter which can be 
raised by posing for the crowd. When 
you spirit is up more, you have more 
stamina. When the meter shows 
"SPECIAL" you can then use up to 
three different finishing maneuvers, 
usually affiliated with your wrestler. 
When you are in SPECIAL and the 
other wrestler is dazed, grab in him a 
grapple and hold the button down. 
Quickly move the centre control pad 
(posing) and you will execute the 
move. Some finishing moves must 



be done from the front, or behind the 
opponent, and sometimes you have to 
hold both buttons for a different move. 
These moves are devastating and do 
great damage. Another great move to 
do damage, or make your opponents 
head bleed, is when outside the ring, 



face the crowd and press the upper 
yellow button. With this you will grab 
either a baseball bat, table or chair that 
can destroy even the biggest opponent. 
I could go on about this game 
forever, so just trust me and rent it. It is 
the most realistic wrestling game you 
can rent. WWF is coming out with one 
a lot like this in the next few months, 
but don't wait, get WCW vs. nWo.

Live On Stage

"And maybe you should 
sleep. And maybe you just need a 
friend who's clumsy as you've 
been..." The entire crowd sang 
along to Clumsy while Raine 
Maida took a break. A song whose 
name, like that of the album, has 
made Our Lady Peace one of the 
most popular Canadian-made 
bands in history. 

The concert at the Sudbury 
Arena on Saturday, February 7, 
1 998 was one to be remembered. It 
brought together all the experience 
involved with seeing and hearing 
songs like Clumsy, Superman's 
Dead and Automatic Flowers 
which hit No. 1 on the MuchMusic 
Countdown for weeks in a row. 

While the entire stage was 
being set up for the band, the crowd 
didn't have to look far for some 
pre-concert entertainment. Watch- 
ing a big screen they saw an epi- 
sode of The Twilight Zone titled 
The Dummy; a story about a ven- 
triloquist's dummy gone mad. 
Anyone familiar with the music 
video for Naveed from the bands 
1994 debut saw the connection. A 
dummy even appeared in a more 
recent video, Automatic Flowers, 
although it looked more like half- 
puppet, half-clown. The circus 
theme was reflected in their act, 
especially when they performed 
Trapeze. The song was not so fa- 
miliar to audience members, but 
nevertheless up at the same calibre 
as Carnival. If the crowd ever won- 
dered why there was a trapeze art- 
ist featured on the cover of the 
Clumsy album, an explanation was 
provided in a little anecdote by 
Raine Maida. The trapeze charac- 
ter was also featured in a continu- 
ous screen story shown at various 
times throughout the concert. 

The crowd mainly consisted 
of highschool and university stu- 
dents. The energy on the floor was 
tremendous, and anyone sitting in 
seats who wished they could join 
the mosh pit were out of luck with- 
out a fluorescent green wristband. 
People were safer sitting in the 
stands anyway. Midway through 
the concert the band stopped play- 




ing while they waited for St. John's 
Ambulance to carry out a security 
guard who hit his head on the stage 
after being pushed over by a body 
surfer. The four band members, 
Raine Maida (vocals), Chris 
Eacrett (bass), Jeremy Taggart 
(drums), and Mike Turner (gui- 
tars) showed concern for the inci- 
dent and led an applause when the 
rescue crew carried out the stretcher. 
They didn't wait any longer tocon- 
tinue the show and jumped right 
back into the music. 

No concert is ever complete 
without an encore, and Our Lady 
Peace didn't disappoint their fans 
in that respect First, the audience 
watched the big screen and saw the 
trapeze artist prepare for his act, 
only tochickenoutat the last minute 
and crumble to the ground in fear. 
The reason the trapeze artist was 
shown performing on the album 
cover was left to the audience's 
imagination. The band then returned 
to the stage to sing 4am and the 
crowd took part by waving lighters. 
People up close may have noticed 
that throughout the show Raine had 
been wearing the same type of army 
T-shirt, if not the actual one, he 
wore in the video for 4am. 

"...there's no one laughing. 
You will be safe in here, you will be 
safe in here." When Raine was 
singing those lines from Clumsy, 
the final song of the show, I won- 
dered if he didn't recall almost be- 
ing hit by an audience member's 
shoe while singing The Birdman 
earlier. That just goes to show how 
every great band makes it to where 
it is by taking risks. Our Lady 
Peace is one of those bands.

Just from the unique and cool 
name, you can tell this is going to be 
a strangely cool album. I guess the 
best thing to do first is to explain the 
band's sound. They explain it in their 
bio as an "Eastern European/Kelzmer/ 
Ska sound". That helps, but the best 
way to explain them is to picture 
what Moxy Frevus would sound like 
after spending time with a band of 
gypsies in old Russia. Strange yes, 
but it gets better, the whole album is 
the tentative score to a theatre pro- 
duction of a play by the same name. 
It hasn't happened yet, but the whole 
album is set up as a script/score. 

The album is split up into three 
acts. The CD booklet contains the 
story of In KlezSkaVania, the lyrics, 
extra story clips between songs and 
even the names of the characters who 
will sing the songs. This is not a band 
that took their album lightly. This is 
one of the most ingenious albums I 
have ever listened to. The music is 
catchy, the story is great, and I would 
love to see a stage production if it 
happens. Sure it would be kind of like 
Fiddler on the Roof meets Quintain 
Tarrantino, but why not? 

Just to give you a small idea of 
the story, here is a small clip from the 
album booklet: 

"The story is of an imaginary Eastern 
European country called 
Klezskavania... The four main char- 
acters are Vladimir, the mask wear- 
ing, violin playing beggar; Beelzebub,
